Germany renewed diplomatic ac- 
tivity here tonight amid indica- 
tions of a stronger Rusian stand 
against possible transit of German 
troops through Bulgaria for an at- 
tack on Greece or the Darde- 
nelles. 

The German minister, Baron 
Herbert von Richtofen, called on 
Premier Bogdan Philoff and For- 
eign Minister Ivan Popoff in con- 
ferences considered important in 
the wake of the denial by Tass, 
official Russian news agency, that 
‘'the Soviet had given consent to 
German entry into Bulgaria. 

The Tass denial and Philoff’s 
speech yesterday in which he as- 
serted Bulgarians “would not for- 
give anyone who tried to make 
Bulgaria National Socialist, Com- 
munist or Fascist” were regarded 
as not likely to please the Nazis.

The New Legislature 

Now, at the state capitol, are gathered the 
state legislators, as the 1941 session of Georgia's 
general assembly begins its labors. Yesterday 
the routine preliminaries, the election of offi- 
cers and aides for both houses, was completed 
and today the real work of the session will 
start. 

Many familiar faces, and many new ones, 
are seen in both house and senate. One thing, 
however, is impressive. That is, the high cali- 
ber of the men Georgians have chosen to rep- 
resent them this year. It is doubtful if any 
legislature in several decades has equaled the 
present one in character, intelligence and per- 
sonality. 

Economy is the watchword of the new ad- 
ministration which takes office with the inau- 
guration of Eugene Talmadge as Governor to- 
; day. The incoming Governor has promised the 
state he will so administer its affairs that def- 
icits will be a thing of the past and, above all, 
the school teachers shall be paid promptly, and 
in full. 

It is important, this year above all others, 
that state and local governments exercise the 
most stringent economy in the spending of the 
taxpayers’ money. The nation today faces a 
crisis, one of the most serious in its history. 
To meet that crisis there must be expenditures 
of many billions of dollars by the federal gov- 
ernment. This money must go for the national 
defense, whether directly to our Own armed 
forces or indirectly in the form of aid to 
Britain. 

With such national expenditures essential, 
it is inevitable that federal taxes will go to 
Jheights undreamed in the past. The only way 
that the American people can meet this fed- 
eral demand, is by the exercise of fanatic care 
in other governmental units. 

The incoming Georgia legislature fully 
realizes this situation and they all will un- 
doubtedly co-operate to the fullest extent in 
the Talmadge program of drastic economy. 


The road from here on will be rough, the 
White House warns. Already we find our- 
selves off the payment, in the wild country 
beyond the forty-five billion debt limit. 


Damage at Bremen 

A significant German action in permitting 
the publication of damage in Bremen re- 
sulting from British bomber attacks is now 
reported from Berlin. It is significant not 
solely because it corroborates British claims 
to grave damage of the great seaport city, 
but because of the mere fact of publication. 

“Large-scale fires as well as considerable 
destruction in many parts of the city” are 
reported in the January 5 edition of the 
‘newspaper Bremer Nachrichten. 

Such publication can be regarded as re- 
flecting widespread “whisper” discussion of 
damage and is undoubtedly designed to im- 
press upon the public facts about the raids 
which tend to minimize the damage and to 
“freeze” public discussion at a point beyond 
which the Gestapo may step in. 

The fact of the admission indicates dam- 
age has indeed been severe. It is asserted 
that “the raids were carried out with ob- 
stinacy unusual for the Royal Air Force un- 
der weather conditions giving the raiders 
all the advantages and the defenses all the 
difficulties.” 

The citizens of Bremen then are told they 
are fighting today in the front line. This to 
the people promised that not a bomb would 
fall on German soil!

Make Your Returns Now 
Twice as many Georgians will have to make 
federal income tax returns this year as last. 
Lowering of the basic exemption rate will bring 


in thousands of lower income men and women — 


who, in the past, have had to make no returns 
whatsoever. 

Marion Allen, collector of internal revenue, 
states that an enlarged force has been engaged, 
at the federal building, to accommodate the 
crowds expected. Under the best of conditions, 
however, it is inevitable that the offices will be 
Swamped during the final week or so before 
the deadline date for returns, which is March 
fifteenth. 

It would be the part of good sense to make 
your returns today, or as soon as possible. It 
is not mandatory that payment be made the 
same day the returns are computed. You can 
go to the tax office, receive assistance in mak- 
ing out your report, ascertain exactly what 
payment you will have to make and return 
with the required funds later. 

By doing so‘you will save yourself much de- 
lay and make things far easier for an office 
which faces a difficult problem under the best 
of circumstances.

How Many Quislings? 

A report from Sweden states that newspa- 
pers in German-controlled Norway, particularly 
Oslo, will carry an appeal to “all national Nor- 
wegians” to volunteer for a regiment, to be 
formed in Germany, to fight against England. 

The appeal will be made over the name of 
Quisling, the arch-traitor of his country who 
was more responsible than any other man for 
betraying his country into the hands of the 
Nazis. It is further stated that Quisling him- 
self will probably head the proposed regiment. 

Regiments in all armies have borne the 
names of individuals. Many of them have won 
immortal renown. Who can ever forget the 
Princess Pats’, of Canada? 

This is the first time, however, that a regi- 
ment has been proposed in honor of an in- 
famous traitor to his country. As well name 
an alleged Christian sect the “Judas Iscariots.” 

But there is small likelihood there are 
enough Norwegians worthy of the name, or fit 
for anything but a purely propaganda outfit, 
to form a corporal’s guard, let alone a com- 
plete regiment.

Army Speed 

Nothing ever more forcefully illustrated the 
trememdous change in speed of warfare that 
has taken place since the days of the first 
World War, than the words of the quarter- 
master general of the United States army, Ma- 
jor General E. B. Gregory, in discussing army 
requirements for motor equipment. 

“Our trucks,” he said, “must travel 40 or 
50 miles an hour, or faster by day, and at least 
15 to 20 miles an hour at night without lights. 

. « They should be able to climb a grade of 
40 to 50 degrees and to make a departure 
ranging from 30 to 45 degrees.” 

Remember, it is in such trucks that the 
modern infantryman and his equipment is 
transported. Remember, too, that the old 
axiom that victory goes to the general who 
gets there first with the most men, is still 


true. 
And then realize that a difference of five 


miles an hour in truck speed may mean all 


the difference between victory and defeat. 
There has never been anything so important 
in the strategy of war than striking speed. 
Today as armies move ten times as fast as 
they did a mere 20 years ago, the edge in strik- 
ing speed is more vital than ever.

ENEMIES WITHIN. 

As evidence is uncovered of widespread infil- 
trations into the American way of life by sub- 
versive influences of both Nazi and Communistic 
origin, a general unity of opinion is expressed by 
the nation’s newspapers that drastic action must 
be taken against the guilty. Particularly, the Ger- 
man American Bund “stands exposed as a mili- 
tarized arm of the Nazi Reich, its members train- 
ed along the model lines of Hitler’s Storm Troop- 
ers and committed to the same blind loyalty,” 
says the PHILADELPHIA INQUIRER, which in- 
sists, “it should quickly and decisively be dis- 
banded and_its leaders kept under strict sur- 
veillance.” And the ARIZONA REPUBLIC of 
Phoenix feels, “One of the chief accomplishments 
of the Dies committee (on un-American activi- 
ties) has been to make the citizens of the United 
States conscious of the fact that subversive groups 
are active in this country and that ‘It can hap- 
pen over here as well as in Europe.’ ” 

The SACRAMENTO BEE lauds the congres- 
sional program as offered by the Dies commit- 
tee, especially the legislation calling for the out- 
lawing of the ... Bund and the Communist party. 
“Mandatory deportation of convicted spies and 
saboteurs also would be provided in another 
measure, a commendable step,” says the BEE, 
while the ST.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINITNER- 


AT LAST, AN ORDER SHEET WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.— 

The unhappy inadequacy of 
our scope of defense preparation is at last being squarely faced. 
About two weeks ago, in response to requests repeated over a period 
of several months, British purchasing commission officials pre- 
sented to William S. Knudsen a consolidated schedule of estimated 
British war needs. The schedule, a brief but pregnant document, 
covered every form of military and naval material Britain will re- 
quire from us to be ready for the projected 1942 offensive. 

As he has tried equally hard to obtain a similar schedule of 
American needs from the Army and Navy, Knudsen’s first com- 
ment was: “My people haven’t given me anything like this.” The 
miserable confusion of Army and Navy statistical work—nobody’s 
fault but the system’s—is almost straightened out, however. Be- 
fore long Knudsen will also have before him a short-order sheet 
from our defense services. Then, finally, the American and British 
schedules can be added together, and the defense organization will 
have a precise mark to shoot for. 

In opinion of such wise and experienced counsellors as B. M. 
Baruch, the lack of such a precise statement of objectives has been 
the most serious fault in the defense program. Undoubtedly it has 
been chiefly responsible for the program’s inadequacy. 


CERTAINLY INADEQUATE As to the inadequacy there can 
be little doubt. The American 


order sheet is expected to call for some expansions in the present 
program. While the exact figures transmitted to Knudsen by the 
British high command are naturally the most closely guarded mili- 
tary secrets, the expansions they call for are known to be very great 
indeed, Planes and ships are the two types of material asked for 
in largest quantity. To meet the British plea for more planes, 
according to the best available information,. we shall have to in- 
vest several billions additional in air production facilities and new 
contracts for finished goods. As for ships, it is fairly common 
knowledge that the British would like to get at least 300 mass- 
produced cargo vessels besides the 60 they already have on order. 

All of which, of course, serves to underline the extreme urgency 
of the President’s lend-lease bill for aid to Britain. Orders placed 
on behalf of the British have been tragically insufficient to date 
for three reasons: 


BRITISH WERE STEPCHILDREN 1. The British were the 


stepchildren of the sys- 
tem of defense preparation which has now been superseded by the 
new Office of Production Management. The Army and Navy pro- 
curement branches had the main planning power in their hands, 
and by their very nature found it difficult to plan production for 
another power. Even those orders which the British themselves 
were sure they wanted did not receive prompt attention. Until 
rather recently, almost half the original British program remained 
to be contracted for. 

2. The same confusion and slowness which afflicted us also 
afflicted the British. Before the document handed to Knudsen 
could be obtained, the able director of the British purchasing mis- 
sion, Arthur Purvis, had to go to London and make a fight for it. 

3. Even had the British decided exactly what they. wanted at 
the start, they could not have paid for it. American financing will 
be necessary both for the additional plane program and for the 
ships. The British had difficulty finding dollar exchange even for 
the 60 ships already under contract. And the exchequer’s shortage 
of dollar exchange, in the period before the lend-lease bill, forced 
unfortunate compromises everywhere in the planning of American 
production for Britain. 


DELAY IS TRAGIC It is tragic that the facts should be faced 


so late. Yet, although much time has 
been lost, there is still enough time left for a great national effort 
of production. Knudsen and his aides at the Defense Commission 
responded to the British needs figures in the most hopeful pos- 
sible manner, remarking that the job was big, but that they would 
do their best. 

In preparing for a national effort of production, it should be 
realized that the British are not treating this country as “an arsenal 
of democracy” because their own production has broken down. 
Recently three highly competent observers, one of them a military 
expert who had the right to go where he pleased, returned from 
Britain to this country. All three compared their own observa- 
tions on the damage done Britain’s productive facilities by German 
bombings with the reports in the press. All three were in com- 
plete agreement that this country had received an exceedingly 
exaggerated impression of the German achievement. 

British industry, all three pointed out, has prepared for the 
bombers. In vulnerable areas, like Southampton, production has 
been Gecentralized. The Germans have sometimes struck severe 
blows, as when they destroyed an immense quantity of food on 
the Liverpool docks. But even where their bombing raids have 
been most brutal, production has gone on. In Southampton, for 
example, they achieved during one raid brief command of the air. 
Yet, although they gave the city a terrible hammering, they were 
so unsuccessful in their attack on the decentralized Spitfire plant 
that output in the week of the raid was four planes greater than 
output in the week previous. Thus there are the best reasons to 
hope that, now the facts have at last been faced in this country, 


all will still be well.

Life magazine spoke for all of us when it said: “Looking ahead 
to a dark and dangerous unknown, every thoughtful citizen felt in 
his heart the ‘terrible urgency’ to slough off old ways, make a 
new start. ... There was only one question: What can any and 
all of us do, to speed up America’s tragically bogged-down defense: 
production, to get arms to Britain and to arm ourselves before it ig 
too late?” 

Here is a tragic paradox; for even as we ask the question, every 
well-informed citizen knows the answer. 

It is not debatable, for centuries of history, and our own experi- 
ence in the World War, and the recent example of Germany, 
establish the answer beyond question. It is simple, basic and 
absolutely vital. 

We can adopt it now, in calm reasonableness, or we can do it 
later, when driven by desperation; but one thing is certain: we 
cannot save England or freedom or ourselves unless and until we 
do adopt it. 

When newly appointed Knudsen asked Roosevelt, “Who will be 
the boss?” the President answered: “I will.” Every well-informed 
person who read the newspaper report of that exchange knew what 
would happen, for history had given previews. 

The President was keeping control of defense work in his own 
hands. In other words, though he already had a man-killing job 
that taxed his energies to the utmost, he intended to take on 
another job that required equal energy and even greater efficiency 
and driving-force. He intended to be two indispensable men. 

Now he has chosen four of the ninety key men in the Defense 
Commission and the War and Navy Departments and given them 
the full responsibility of arming us, but that is not enough. We 
are still playing at the job. We still do not realize that we are 
fighting for our very lives, and that nothing else matters. 

We must quit our foolish dreaming and face hard reality. We 
must forget about rights and profits and comfort and all ease and 
softness, 

One man must have absolute power over procurement, transport 
and production. He must stop production of peacetime goods 
where necessary. Skilled workers must stay on the job as long as 
they can stand. It must be understood that no man has the right 
to — against his nation’s safety. Saboteurs should face « firing 
squad. 

Our plight is desperate. We are failing. And we shall con- 
tinue to fail until we face the grim truth and concentrate all of our
